Soviets in Heart of City; 
British Report Juncture 


LONDON, Monday, April 23.—(UP)—Four London morning newspapers said today 
that Berlin was going down in flames and the Daily Mail based its reports of a junc- 
tion between Russian and Anglo-American forces on a statement of an Allied head- 
quarters observer. The Exchange Telegraph News Agency, quoting the Luxembourg 
radio, announced the junction and said it had occurred at Torgau. Russians advanced 
10 miles to the heart of Berlin in a block-by-block smash from the city’s eastern limits 


yesterday.

Red Army shock troops were reported fighting in the very heart of Berlin today 
against fanatical Nazis who have lost at least 8,000 dead in a desolating block-by-block 
defense of the German capital. Twenty-one of the city’s districts, comprising one-sixth of 
its. area, already were in Russian hands, the Soviet communique said last night and an 
early-morning Moscow official bulletin said the fighting was “raging day and night without 
dying down a single moment.” The Russians were back in Berlin for the first time since 


they occupied the city 
during the Seven Years’ War. 


CIVILIAN HORDES AGHAST 


The Germans themselves said, 
through the Scandinavian Tele- 
graph Bureau which they control, 
that Russian tanks and infantry 
reached the center of Berlin yes- 
terday, and related a frank tale of 
the horror of 3,000,000 civilians 
packed so closely in underground 
shelters that they could not sit 
down and dared not go outside 
even momentarily while the tre- 
mendous and destructive battle 
raged over their heads. 

The Soviet communique, more 
conservative than the German ac- 
counts, said nevertheless that 18 of 
Berlin’s inner districts and three 
outer suburbs had been taken and 
that fighting now was in progress 
in the area of the Berlin belt rail- 
way after the crushing of subur- 
ban resistance centered around 
streetcar stations. 

10 MILES APART 

The thunder of U. S. and Rus- 
sian guns 15 to 20 miles apart 
have blended into a single victori- 
ous roar on the Berlin front with 
south-bound Allied armies hur- 
dling the Danube and reaching 
Lake Constance, 37 miles from 
Hitler’s last-stand area in the Alps. 

Less than 10 miles now separate 
the U. S. First Army and Russian 
troops, BEC said tast night in a 
broadcast. Quoting its own cor 
respondents, BBC said American 
gunners had been ordered not to 
fire ahead of their own troops. 

Besides reaching the big lake 
that forms the western bulwark of 
Hitler’s redoubt, the French seized 
Stuttgart—most important indus- 
trial city of south Germany, with 
a population of 459,000—and seal- 
ed off thousands of Germans in 
the Black Forest by ramming to 
the Swiss frontier.

Tanks of the U. S. Seventh 
Army in a 30-mile dash seized a 
bridge and sped across the Danube 
less than 10 miles from a super- 
highway leading 50 miles east to 
Munich, birthplace of Hitler's 
Nazi movement.

Allies Swarm Po Plains; 


Nazi Debacle Near 


ROME, April 22.—(AP)—Allied armor, taking quick ad- 
vantage of the capture of Bologna, raced 20 miles northwest 
across the Po plains today in pursuit of German forces fleeing 
in disorder toward the Po river. 

The Allied communique and other official reports omitted 
mention of specific points captured by the Fifth Army in a 


20-mile drive from dawn to dusk,’ 
but an advance that distance along 
the main highway—the ancient 
Via Emila—would put Lt. Gen. Lu- 
cian K. Truscott’s men within two 
miles of Modena, important north- 
ern Italy road junction.

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11,738 Japs 
Killed, 27 Quit 
On Okinawa

Tenth Army soldiers have kill- 


ed 11,738 Japanese troops on Oki- 
nawa and have taken 27 prison 
ers, Fleet Adm. Nimitz reported 
today as the big offensive on the

two small islands on each side of 
Okinawa.

Hitler’s great redoubt in the 
Alps of Bavaria and Austria was 
in the direst peril as three Allied 
armies pounded on south. 

The Berlin radio was silent, and 
the huddling millions in the shel- 
ters followed the course of the 
battle from wall maps. These 
showed, the Germans themselves 
said, that by yesterday morning 
the Russians were within a mile 
of the famous intersection of 
Unter den Linden and the Fried- 
richstrasse. 


23,000 GIVEUP 


As 
proud center of Adolf Hitler's 
Third Reich were churned into a 
smouldering tangle of wreckage, 
victory-flushed Russian troops by 
Moscow's account were within 34 
miles of a juncture with Ameri- 
can troops. 

Begrimed, dust-laden Russian 
fighters who have fought their 
war from Moscow and Stalingrad 
swarmed through Berlin’s streets 
as 23,000 Nazi soldiers gave up 
one of history's greatest struggles 
and were roped into Red Army 
prisoner cages during five days. 

By Moscow’s account since the 
great offensive began a week ago 
more than 945 Nazi tanks have 
been destroyed or captured and 
780 of the Luftwaffe’s last planes 
have been shot down or seized. 


RUSSIANS SURGE 


Smashing forward under a 
mountainous hail of fire from the 
heaviest concentration of artillery 
yet employee in this war, Russian 
tanks, infantry and Cossacks, beat- 
ing their way block by block, 
drove into the city on a twisting 
30-mile front from the northwest- 
ern district of Glienicke to Wil- 
helmshagen and Friedrichshagen 
on the east. Moscow revealed. 

In the center of the Soviet ar- 
mored wall moving toward the 
shelled center of the capital, the 
Russians broke into Neider-Scho- 
enbausen, six miles inside the city 
limits. 

Triumphant Russians between 
Nieder-Schoenhausen and Lichten- 
berg were slamming back fanati-

The Moscow radio meanwhile 
proclaimed that Nazi Germany 
was in its final agony and asserted 
that the “Fascist beast is drawing 
its last breath and its desperate re- 
sistance on the Soviet-German 
front are its death convulsions.” 


PATTON PUSHES ON 


Farther east, the U. S. Seventh 
Army had driven two wedges 
within 15 miles of the Danube city 
of Ulm, which leads into the Al- 
pine retreat from the north. 

The U. S. Third Army, pushing 
close to or across the Czech fron- 
tier on a 100-mile front, swung its 
south wing 1 miles eastward and 
entered Weiden, about 185 miles 
northwest of Russian lines in Aus- 
tria. 

Here it was 52 miles southwest 
of Pilsen, but farther north other 
Third Army forces were only 45 
miles west of that greatest Czech 
munitions city after fighting into 
Schwarbenbach.

With the First Army, 
all organized resistance in the 
Harz mountain pocket, from 
which 56,000 prisoners had been 
taken. 

In answer to queries on reports 
published in the United States say- 
ing the Americans had once reach- 
ed the Berlin suburb of Potsdam 
but had withdrawn at the request 
of the Russians, supreme head- 
quarters denied that any Ameri- 
cans ever penetrated that far be- 
yond the Elbe. 

To the northwest, the British 
Second Army broadened its hold 
on the west banks of the Elbe to 
45 miles, fought on in the suburbs 
of Hamburg, and drove up to 
within less than eight miles of the 
rear door to the second big port 
of Bremen, 


COSSACKS RAGING 

To the southeast along. the 
Frankfurt road leading eastward 
from the heart of Berlin, black- 
cloaked Cossacks from the Don, 
deserting their saddles for Soviet 
tanks, smashed from street to 
burning street in the effort to 
bring about the -apture of Berlin. 

The Germans said the penetra- 
tion was made by tank spearheads 
at a point about cight miles from 
the heart of the capital. 

Moscow reports told of fanati- 
cal resistance in the streets. The 
Nazis threw in all manner of 
forces and weapons—detachments 
of soldiers and officers scrambled 
together, retired officers, storm 
troopers, battle-weary veterans of 
the eastern front and nondescript 
Volkssturmers, 

TITO DRIVES WEST 

South of Berlin, in the wooded 
region of the Elbe, somewhere 
north of Dresden and east of Leip- 
zig, the historic meeting of Ameri- 
can and Russian armies seemed 
about to occur. 

Meanwhile, north of Vienna, 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky’s 
Second Ukrainian Army drove to 
within three miles south of the 
important rail center of Laa by 
capturing Altenmarkt, and swept 
five miles northeast of the transit 
hub in a lunge to Wildenduern- 
bach. Malinovsky’s troops were 
advancing on a 28-mile front. 

In northern Yugoslavia, large, 
organized forces of Marshal] Tito’s 
army of liberation continued their 
drive westward in the valley be. 
tween the Drava and Sava rivers. 
Gaining 18 miles, they hammered 
within 75 miles east of the Croa- 
tian capital of Zagreb, and cap- 
tured the important rail towns of 
Brod and Pozega.

These schemes take on varying 
forms, the most common of which 
is to write the next of kin, as 
appearing in the newspaper cas- 
ualty lists, seeking further infor- 
mation on the soldier listed as a 
casualty. The next of kin is ad- 
vised that the deceased soldier is 
to be given a particular and spe 
cial niche in a so-called “hall of 
fame” or “hero’s memorial book” 
or photographic layout. 

Deposits in advance or other 
cash remittance requirements are 
set forth and as soon as the re- 
mittance is received from the next 
of kin the transaction is closed 
and another American fighting 
man’s family has been victimized 
by this newest and most despicable 
form of swindler.

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A Foot in the Door 


The petition for a rehearing on the su- 
preme court's decision to accept jurisdic- 
tion of Georgia's freight rate suit is but 
a hopeless gesture on the part of the des- 
perate railroads. 


Certainly the court was well aware, at 
the time it made its decision in January, 
of the implications of its verdict. The ar- 
gument that the court might become per- 
manently involved in the process of tariff 
fixing is a fallacious one, to be sure. But 
it is nevertheless one which the best attor- 
neys obtainable thoroughly exhausted in 
the original phase of the litigation. 


The significance of the victory which 
Ellis Arnal] won for Georgia in his initial 
appearance before the highest court in the 
land has been realized and commented 
upon throughout the nation. It has served 
admirably to attract attention to the dis- 
criminatory rate system in effect since the 
Civil War, a system which the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has shown reluc- 
tance to correct. 


“The acceptance of the Georgia suit is 
@ needle prick for a dilatory commission,” 
said the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, adding 
that “too often, it has been unduly sensi- 
tive to the views of those whom it is 
Supposed to regulate. It has too often 
granted half-loaves when basic reforms 
were called for. Will the commission 
avoic those faults in its decision on re- 
giona! discrimination? Or will it drive the 
south and west to go over the commission's 
head to congress?” 


Meanwhile, the Chicago Sun, another 
newspaper of national importance, takes 
an even more optimistic view of the re- 
sults of Georgia's rate case victory. 


“Considering al] the harsh words that 
have been applied to the government’s 
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anti-trust suit against the western rail- 
roads, a recent decision of the United 
States supreme court takes on special im- 
portance,” declares the Sun. “By a 5-to-4 
ruling, the court gave the state of Georgia 
leave to file a complaint charging that 
discriminatory freight rates injure the 
economy of the south. The court has not 
passed upon the merits of Georgia’s case. 
But it has made these clear findings: (1) 
that discriminatory freight rates, where 
proved, are a form of trade barrier which 
‘may cause a blight no less serious than 
the spread of noxious gas’; (2) that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is pow- 
erless to deal with rate-fixing combina- 
tions by railroads; and (3) that railroads 
have no immunity from the anti-trust 
laws. In the western case the Department 
of Justice is trying to prove that railroads 
have acted collusively, in violation of the 
anti-trust laws, to maintain noncompeti- 
tive rates which inhibited industrial de- 
velopment west of the Mississippi. The 
suit has been viciously attacked, first as 
a political action, and then as an attempt 
to usurp the regulatory powers of ICC. 
Obviously it is neither. The supreme court 
has now upheld the legal basis of the suit, 
and the public welfare demands that it be 
carried to a decision. If the south and 
west are being injured by discriminatory 
freight rates, the courts should have a 
chance to say so; and national policy 
should be adjusted according to their 
findings.” 


Thanks, in short, to Georgia’s leader- 
ship, the sections of the nation which for 
so 1ong have been penalized by discrim- 
inatory freight rates now have their foot 
in the door. And all the railroads’ efforts 
to delay justice will not change one whit 
the inevitable outcome. 


Be Thankful We Cannot Comprehend 


It is impossible for the average, nor- 
mally decent human being to comprehend 
the bestiality of creatures such as the Ger- 
mans who operated those foul prisoner-of- 
War prisons, concentration camps and 
wholesale murder institutions. 


As our forces seize more and more of 
Germany, it is becoming almost a daily in- 
cident to uncover some scene of cruelty so 
awful it sickens the stomach as well as 
the soul. There appears to be a large seg- 
ment of the German population as differ- 
ent from normal mankind as are blood- 
thirsting beasts. 


Stories as bad—they could not be worse 
-—come from areas freed of the Japanese. 
Authenticated stories of Japanese surgeons 
who vivisected living American prisoners 
of war, of harmiess Filipino civilians 
slaughtered as cattle, of cannibalism prac- 
ticed by the Japanese on Leyte and in the 
Solomons. 


These reports are true. They are too 
well authenticated to be doubted. 


As we strive, in vain, to realize their 


stark horror, the gorge of mankind rises 
in sickness and in demand for vengeance 
against the foul fiends who perpetrated 
them. 


But we in America have not smelled 
the stench that comes from half-burned 
human bodies left to rot in open trench or 
careless pile. We have not heard the 
screams of the tortured ere merciful death 
ended their agonies. We have not seen 
the blood nor witnessed the emaciated vic- 
tims of starvation. 


Let us determine, now, to bring im- 
plaéable justice to the perpetrators of these 
foul crimes. The world will be a better 
place if they are, quickly and entirely, 
exterminated, 


Let us, however, at the same time give 
thanks that we cannot, strive as we may, 
comprehend the bestiality in all its hor- 
ror. Let us be glad our lives and our 
minds are too decent to understand that 
such things happen. 


We are told the truth, but we are so 
constituted we cannot grasp that truth. 
Which is cause for deepest gratitude.

Difficulties Face 
Coming Conference

LONDON—tThe passing of President Roosevelt has cast a lean, 
long shadow here as at home. And for reasons more immediately 
observable, London still is the focal point for small Allied European 
countries. 

In Roosevelt, as in Churchill, they felt they had a powerful de- 
fender who, however he might recognize the needs for adjustment 
and change, would manage to keep both within the framework of 
established and agreed-upon principles. If they placed even greater 
confidence in Roosevelt, it was because they believed his relations 
wit Stalin and the Soviet Union were the result of unswerving, 
patient determination to forge a solid structure of world power 
on the side of lasting peace, and were perhaps firmer than those 
of Britain as the actual power of the United States is greater—great- 
er at this moment than the combined power of Britain and the So- 
viet Union, the United States, in purely material terms, possessing 
more than half the economic power of the entire globe. 


It was therefore argued that Roosevelt, who, above all other. 


world figures and in disregard of relative strength or prestige, had 
done the most to cement ties between the western powers and the 
Soviets, could also do the most to resolve their difficulties as they 
might arise and resolve them in a manner acceptable to all. 


The burden upon his successor would 
Tremendous Burden be tremendous in any case, for the very 
reason that his attitude of good-will could not be so firmly estab- 
lished in the minds of all countries. This confidence in Roosevelt 
waxed as relations since Yalta waned. The Yalta agreement was 
accepted here, after long and very thorough debate on an excep- 
tionally high level, on the presumption that every point in it rep- 
resented genuine agreement not open to divergent interpretations 
by any one of the Big Three. Roosevelt, more than Churchill, pre- 
sented it openly as a compromise in which all three had to make 
concessions for the greater objective, namely that solidarity among 
the three great powers upon which future peace and reconstruction 
so obviously depend. Nor, until recently, was there any widespread 
doubt that the basis upon which compromise was reached would 
be meticulously maintained by all. 

But of late there have been serious doubts. 
out of numerous facts and incidents. 

The British people as a whole, judging from their spokesmen 
from left to right, believe that Yalta contained all the concessions 
that could be made on the Polish question. The issue was free- 
dom and independence of an enlarged provisional Polish govern- 
ment, and the assurance that it would be formed in consultation 
with British and American ambassadors to Moscow. 

But by April 20 it was no longer posstble to conceal the fact 
that numerous representatives of Polish political parties, includ- 
ing the vice premier of the London government in Poland, Jan 
Zankowski; the commander-in-chief of the dissolved Polish home 
army, Gen. Okulicki; and the president of the Polish underground 
parliament, Casimir Puzak, who had revealed themselves *to the 
Soviet military under instruction from London and had left to con- 
sult with the Soviet authorities on March 27, have not been heard 
from since and their whereabouts as well as that of the Polish 
peasant leader, Wincenty Witos, who later was invited to join them, 
is unknown not only to the government in London but to the 
British and American representatives in Moscow, 

The fact that they actually are in consultation with the Russians 
was confirmed here only by the British communist organ, the 
Daily Worker. Also, Stanislaw Mikolajczyk’s unqualified offer of 
collaboration has been officially ignored by Moscow while rejected 
here by the Daily Worker. There is no tendency here to presume 
there has been any breach of faith, but that. the procedure is re- 
markable cannot be gainsaid.,

: There also has been an incident concerning 
Czech Incident British and American diplomatic representa- 
tives to the newly formed Czechoslovak provisional government 
in Kosice. The Russian ambassador, Zorin, already has arrived 
there. British and American delegations had. prepared to leave 
and were fully packed when they were informed at the last pos- 
sible minute by the Russian embassy—not by the Czechs—that con- 
ditions were not favorable to their arrival in Kosice at present. 
Again, though it is admitted that the delegations may have 
been too large for the primitive accommodations Kosice affords, 
this procedure over the heads of Czechoslovak authorities is 
extraordinary and it is ardently hoped that the presence of Vyach- 
eslav Molotov in America will clarify these and many other mat- 
ters and again iron out such difficulties, for though the confidence 
of the smaller Allied European countries in our good will Is 
strong, the difficulties are not diminished,

Lights Go On Again, 
But Not Everywhere 


Today, in England, most of the blackout re- 
strictions are lifted, for the first time in almost 
six years. Street lighting will not be resumed 

in normal style yet awhile. A five-mile strip inward from the 
coast, all around the island, will remain blacked out. This to 
protect shipping from the enemy submarines which are still lurk- 
ing, here and there, in the waters. 

But, for most of England, the homes and the business houses 
and the factories will no longer have to cover their windows and 
doors so that no ray of light can escape out into the night. No 
longer will everyone have to place the blackout curtains so care- 
fully, no more will such few automobiles as are allowed gasoline 
have to craw! through the night with no headlamps to speak of. 

Thus, slowly, area by area, the lights of peace are driving away 
the dark night of war. At the same time, slowly, area by area, 
the darkness of war's depression and sorrow is being lifted from 
the spirit of free mankind. 

True, there remain areas, even in Europe, where blackout 
regulations must continue. And in the Pacific no lights which 
might serve as beacons for the Japanese can be permitted. 

But there is something heart-warming, stirring and encour: 
in the news that, after six years of steadfast courage under war's 
horror and war's blackness, England, the rampart that stood all 
alone when it seemed all the world was being engulfed, is again 
to know the thrill and the uplift of lights after the sun goes down, 

. Try to imagine, if you can, the wonderment and 
The Children joy that must fill the hearts of the little English 
children, the children of all ages below eight or nine, who cannot 
remember when the brackout was not in force. It will be a new 
world to them, a world for the first time gay and bright and safe. 
It will be an adventure to walk, outdoors, and see the lighted win- 
dows of home. It will be something to talk about for days, to 
discuss with parents and friends and teachers. It will be a new 
way of life to learn. A life unafraid, a life that, please God, shall 
never again know the damp discomfort of air raid shelters, shall 
never hear the blast of lethal bombs, shall never walk in darkened 
streets and lanes, shall never know the terror that flies by night. 

Surely, somehow, some way, the world is wise enough to make 
secure the children of today and of the future against the horror 
that past generations have undergone. 


For a mere two weeks, at the beginning 
of the war, I lived in blacked-out England. 
It is silly to try to understand, from such experience, what it must 
have been like to live in darkened night year after year. Yet I 
still remember the inescapable sense of depression that came each 
night in that blackness. That and the absence of children from 
London’s streets: they had been evacuated to the country. 

The care with which the chambermaid at our London hotel 
saw that the blackout screens were properly in place, each eve- 
ning. The outrage and horror of the manager of that hotel in 
Southampton—and the stern suspicion of the “bobby” he called 
in—when, inadvertently, I turned on a light in a room with black- 
out cuftains undrawn. 

That arrangement of double doors and a little entryway, at 
the entrance of every public place, so you passed through one 
door, closed it before you passed through the second. 

The painted windows of the street cars and busses and trains. 
The slim slits of light on automobile lamps and traffic signals. 

And the depressing, somberness of spirit that resulted.

- I suppose, until the last submarine is blasted 
Ships at sea Bony the waters and the seas are once again 
safe from all menace save that of nature, the ships will continue 
to enforce their own blackout. Not yet can we expect to travel 
the oceans and see the beautiful sight of a great ship, ablaze with 
light, passing ours, just a mile or so away. 

But that day is coming, never doubt it. 

There is little pleasure in ocean travel under blackout. When 
you cannot light.a cigaret on deck. When you cannot open a port- 
hole in your cabin. When there is nothing outside but the sound 
of the unseen sea and the dimness of a few stars showing through 
the clouds of a moonless sky. 

But there is one moment, near the end of your voyage, that 
almost makes up for the dreariness of all that went before. That 
is the moment when, nearing harbor on this side, you see for the 
first time the brightness of the lights on a shore untouched by 
actual war. Believe me, a string of highway lights marking the 
pathway of the moving automobile headlights seems to you then, 
as you watch from your deckrail, like a string of pearls of ines-

-—' Roosevelt's Death 
No Surprise to Many 


WASHINGTON—President Truman, it can 
now be revealed, had a premonition of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s death even before he was informed 
of tlwe tragic events at Warm Springs. 


f/ifter the news of the President's passing reached the White 
House, Steve Early put in a call immediately for the vice presi- 
dentfs office at the capitol. Mr. Truman was not there at the time, 
but {was on his way to the office of Speaker of the House Sam 
Ray'burn, who had invited him over for a late afternoon highball. 


‘ljold where the vice president was going, Early then called Ray- 
burm’s office and left word with the speaker to have him telephone 
the White House as soon as he came in. 


Iruman arrived a few minutes later. He was greeted by the 
speaker, who handed him a drink that had already been poured for 
him., The vice president was allowed to finish the drink before 
Ray burn remembered to tell him of the White House call, Early 
not having revealed the purpose of his call. 


(Dn the telephone, Early in an agitated voice told Mr. Truman 
to come to the White House “as quickly and quietly as possible.” 
He made no explanation of the seeming emergency. 


Turning to Speaker Rayburn, Mr. Truman uttered a stern oath, 
then. solemnly repeated Early’s words. He expressed grave con- 
cern, over the meaning of the summons, telling the speaker that he 
was/afraid that something momentous had happened. At the White 
House a short time later he had his premonition confirmed with the 
staistling news. 


: But the Truman concern may have been 
Advance Notice something more than a premonition. He is 
said. to have received advance notice a few weeks earlier of the 
possibility of the President's imminent death. High congressional 
soumes are authority for the statement that immediately before or 
just, after Mr, Roosevelt's trip to Yalta a selected group of physi- 
cians, three in number, made an examination of the late President 
and! filed a private report expressing concern that he might live no 
longer than six months. 

(For one thing, Mr. Roosevelt is said to have been found with a 
bad heart, which, it was felt, would not be able to stand the strain 
of this office. That report is believed to have influenced his de- 
cisfon to go to Warm Springs for a period of rest. 

Mr. Truman is said to have been fully informed on the contents 
of tthe report. Subsequently, in fact, he is said to have made a 
mewe to prepare himself for taking over. the arduous duties of the 
presidency, in the event the worst happened. He went to the White 
House and sought to have the President assign to him certain extra- 
cugricular duties which would be designed to give him a better 
grissp of the intricate machinery of government. 

‘Before Mr. Roosevelt had an opportunity to do anything about 
it death intervened. | 

,\Thus, Mr. Truman was in possession of knowledge which led 
him to expect the worst when he received the Early summons to 
come to the White House “quickly and quietly.” 

What his thoughts were in making that hurried drive from the 
capitol to the executive mansion, some two miles away, invites an 
in feresting footnote for history. His mind must have been rocked 
with the heavy implication of his fears. 

Whether Mr. Roosevelt himself was fully informed on the report 
written by the examining physicians remains to be clarified. The 
full story may logically have been kept from him. 

Now that he is gone, however, it can be said that the informa- 
ticm seems to have been in the hands of a restricted circle of high 
officials in the capital. Many of them are known to have privately 
exjpressed the gravest concern over the President's life expectancy. 
Pipedictions, which never got into print, had been freely made in 
pifivate that he would not live another year.

Harry Truman’s nomination for 
the vice presidency in Chicago 
last summer wag a victory over 
the Communists and Fascists of 
the Democratic party who were 
operating through the Political Ac- 
tion Committee to put over Henry 
Wallace. Never before in a nom- 
inating convention had there been 
such a fierce fight over the vice 
presidential nomination. The rea- 
son for this contention was never 
mentioned on the floor and, as far 
as my recollection goes, was avoid- 
ed ‘n print for reasons of tact and 
taste. I think this was prudery 
and I know this avoidance was a 
default by the American free press 
of its obligation to tell the truth 
even at the risk of abuse. The 
reason was that President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt plainly was fail- 
ing in health and strength. The 
convention was pervaded by a 
premonition that if the Democratic 
ticket should win at the polls in 
November, the man selected as his 
running mate would become his 
successor as the war president. 


lhe Communists and Fascists, 
professing to be liberals and long 
accustomed to influence and power 
in Washington and New York, re- 
garded Wallace as a man who 
would carry out their European 
design of creeping encroachment 
on the rights and freedom of the 
American people. In Truman chey 
recognized a typical American ma- 
chine’ politician but a_ typical 
American, nevertheless, and s0 
they fought him to the end, 

This means, now, therefore, that 
Truman. becomes president under 
no obligation to either the PAC 
or the CIO and equally inde- 
pendent of those ideologians in the 
Washington bureaucracy who 
played the game with Sidney Hill- 
man and used their offices as 
soapboxes from which to preach 
seduction to serfdom. 

More important to Truman, how- 
ever, is the hope, 
most to confidence, among mil- 
lions of Americans, that he will, so 
to speak, grant them amnesty and 
readmit them to citizenship and 
full enjoyment of their rights in 
their native country. For Tru- 
rian has never subscribed to those 
sweeping writs of moral and spir- 
itual exile which were issued 
against great elements of decent, 
law-abiding, self-respecting  citi- 
zens in such terms as “Tory,” 
“Copperhead” and “Fascist,” all of 
them meaning “traitor,” by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace. 

Truman has been a moderate, 
temperate and serious man and 
one of his best friends is Roy 
Roberti, the editor of the Kansas 
City Star, a Republican who pro- 
duced Alf Landon for the Re- 
publican nomination in 1936 and 
who was strongly influential in 
smashing the Pendergast machine 
which first sent Truman to the 
senate. Although Roberts’ initia- 
tive and tenacity were largely re- 
sponsible for the conviction and 
imprisonment of Truman’s old 
patron, the unspeakable Tom Pen- 
dergast, Truman bore Roberts no 
grudge. It is deplorable that Tru- 
man did take revenge on Maurice 
Milligan, the federal district at- 
torney who actually did the job 
but, after all, that is familiar 
American politics. Truman only 
recently forbade Milligan’s reap- 
pointment, a sordid and indecent 
reprisal against an honorable pub- 
lic servant. 

It seems unlikely, considering 
Truman’s disposition, that he will 
continue the long harassment and 
disparagement of those many 
worthy Americans who were given 
to understand throughout the New 
Deal that theirs was not a govern- 
ment of, by and for all the people, 
but a government by an exclusive 
group of bigots for the special 
benefit of a relatively small por- 
tion of the whole people, called 
“the minorities.” Time will tell, 
but it is difficult to imagine Tru- 
man retaining as his advisors 
Roosevelt’s selected confidantes 
Sam Roseman and Harry Hopkins, 
Felix Frankfurter and David K. 
Niles or placing enormous power 
in the hands of Aubrey Williams 
or Leon. Henderson. He  cus- 
tomarily runs with a different 
type of men and it is unthinkable 
that he would select appointees 
mainly for their capacity to insult 
his loyal fellow citizens and turn 
against their national government. 

Truman’s relations with con- 
gress should provide immediate 
relief from the long feud which 
Roosevelt deliberately began soon 


after his accession in 1933 and /. 


continued until the end. Congress 
has been compared by some of its 
more intelligent members to 
large student body in which the 
good men, who are, after all, the 
great majority, quickly learn the 
characteristics of their inferior 
fellows. The trimmer, the dou- 
blecrosser and the loafer soon are 
pegged and rated accordingly. And 
Truman, by these tests, carried 
over from boyhood by American 
men, was well regarded by both 
houses. 

The fact must be admitted that 
President Roosevelt had no hope 
of achieving anything like unity 
among the American people under 
his presidency. He had gratui- 
tously affronted too many millions 
of good men and women and had 
seemed to delight in their dis- 
comfort under the abuse of noisy 
and officious: tyrants in the bu- 
reaus who appeared to have been 
for their bad 
manners, They despised him and 
it would be a historical fraud to 
ignore this fact and the reasons 
for it. 

Preponderantly, the discussion 
of Truman has dealt with for- 
eign policy and the peace to the 
neglect of domestic issues and the 
development under Roosevelt of 
authoritarian controls over the 
lives, liberties and property of 
the people at home. It was in 
this zone of his responsibilities 
that President Roosevelt reckless- 
ly and unnecessarily created a 
Suspicion and resentment which 
were not allayed by all the ora- 
tory and theatrical drama of his 
passing from the scene. 

Truman has it in his power now 
and probably within his gifts and 
disposition to heal the wounds and 
produce peace and unity among 
the American people as a prelimi- 
nary to the greater effort in the 
world as a whole.

|Army in Europe is to be moved to 


the Pacific to finish off the Japs 
as quickly as possible. That will 
be a mammoth job of transport 
such as we have not yet seen. Re- 
deployment, as it is called, is be- 
ginning already in a small way. 
Later, troops and supplies will 
move in endless convoys, 


Recently I had the opportunity 
to study the problem of supply in 
Europe. That is problem enough, 
as is demonstrated by the strain 
to keep up with the armies ad- 
vancing swiftly across Germany, 
and the necessary occasional halt 
for the supply lines to catch up. 

But that is comparatively simple 
as compared with the Pacific sup- 
ply problem. It is about 3,000 
miles from the Atlantic seaboard 
to the front lines in Germany. It 
is 6,000 miles from the Pacific 
But the 
task of moving men and supplies 
from Europe to the Philippines is 
something else again. That is 
roughly 13,000 miles. 

Great quantities of supplies must 
be moved. About 70 per cent of 
the supplies Jeft in Europe are in 
condition to be used and will be 
transferred to the Pacific. 

This will take great fleets of 
ships, and ships use oil. Naval 
operations in the Pacific require 
lots of oi]. So do bombers, which 
literally drink up gasoline, and a 
stepped-up program of bombing is 
in prospect. 

Consequently there will be no 
extra gasoline for civilians here 
with the end of the war in Europe, 
or so at least says Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, commander of Army 
service forces, despite recent 
promises by Secretary of Interior 
Ickes. Gen. Somervell just does 
not see how it will be possible. 

Food still will be a problem. 
Meats and fats will continue to be 
scarce. The food problem is com- 
plicated by the needs not only for 
our Army, but fur the Philippine 
Army and others fighting with us, 
for civilians in Europe, for peoples 
of other nations enslaved by the 
Germans, and for the hordes of 
German war prisoners. 

Supplies of shoes are going to 
be tighter still. Many millions of 
pairs are needed for the Army 
and 90 per cent of available leath- 
er already has been earmarked for 
that purpose. Rayon hose and oth- 
er rayon articles of clothing for 
women will be reduced in quan- 
tity because of the need for rayon 
for mosauito netting for our troops 
in the Pacific. These nets cannot 
be made of cotton because it rots 
ton quickly in tropical climates. 

We are going to equip Chinese 
armies for their operations against 
the Japs on the mainland, and 
that will require much stuff of all 
kinds. The better able the Chinese 
are to fight, the easier it will be 
on our armies. 

Additional facilities of all sorts 
will be needed for the knockout 
blow in the Pacific. Manila, for 
example, was badly shattered. A 
literal fleet was sunk in the har- 
bor to block it. Power plants and 
gas plants were put out of com- 
mission. 

Supply for the Pacific, both in 
the movement from Europe and 
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from the mainland, will require a 
vast quantity of shipping. Cargo 
ships are now being reconverted 
on a large scale for ai

OKINAWA—(By Navy Radio)

diers in their native state—that is, 
before capture. But not for long, 
because the boys of my company 
captured them quicker than a

| It was midafternoon and we had 
just reached our new bivouac area 
lafter a march of an hour and a 
‘half. The boys threw off their 
| packs, sat down on the ground, 
and took off their helmets to mop 
| their perspiring foreheads. 

We were in a» small grassy spot 
‘at the foot of a hill. Most of these 
‘hillsides have caves and have 
‘household stuff hidden in them. 
They are a rich field for souvenir 
hunters. And all Marines are sou- 
veni, hunters. 

So immediately two of our boys, 
instead of resting, started up 
through the brush, looking for 
caves and souvenirs. They had 
gone about 50 yards when one of 
them yelled: 

“There’s a Jap 
this bush.” 1 

We didn’t get too excited for 
most of us figured he meant a 
dead Jap. But three or four of the 
boys got up and went up the hill. 
A few moments later somebody 
yelled again— 

“Hey, here’s another one. 
They’re alive and they’ve got 
rifles.” 

So the boys went at them in 
earnest. The Japs were lying 
under two bushes. They had their 
hands up over their ears and were 
pretending to be asleep.

Okinawa was the first blitz for 
Bennett and this was the first Jap 
soldier he’d ever seen. He is 30 
years old, married and has a baby 
girl. Back home he was a freight 
dispatcher. . 

The Jap corporal had a metal 

hoto holder like a cigaret case. 
n it were photos which we took 
to be of three Japanese movie 
stars. They were good looking, 
and everybody had to_have a look. 

Ossege had been through one 
Pacific blitz, but this was the first 
Jap he ever took alive. As an old 
hand at souvenir hunting he made 
sure to get the Jap’s rifle. 

That rifle was the envy of 
everybody. Later, when we were 
sitting around, discussing the cap- 
ture, the other boys tried to buy 
or trade him out of it. Pop Tay- 
lor, the black-whiskered corporal 
from Jcckson, Mich., offered Os- 
sege $100 for ‘he rifle. 

The answer was no. Then Tay- 
lor offered four quarts of whisky. 
The answer still as no. Then 
he offered eight quarts. Ossege 
weakened a little. He said, 
“Where would you get eight 
quarts of whisky?” Pop said he 
had no idea. So Ossege kept the 
rifle. 

So there you have my first two 
Japs. And I hope my future Japs 
will be as tame as these two. But 
I doubt it.

Goebbels 
Gets Going, 
Swedes Say 


LONDON, April 22.—(?)—Dis- 
patches trom Stockholm, quoting 
the German-ontrolled Swedish 
Telegraph Bureau, said today that 
Geuleiter Paul Joseph Goebbels 
had fled Berlin to Mecklenburg 
after promising its panic-stricken 
residents to stay in the burning 
Capital and appealing to -nen, 
women and children to mount its 
Gefenses. 

Communications between Berlin 
and Stockholm were broken just 
after this report was received, the 
dispatch said. 

Rumors, some fantastic, fed on 
an atmosphere of panic in the 
German capital. ” 

One of these rumors, the Ger- 
man-controlled STB said, spread 
word of “capitulation negotia. 
tions.” But this, like the report 
concerning Goebbels, could not be 
checked, the agency added. 

It was clear, the Berlin dispatch 
Was quoted, that “the great part 
of the Berlin population” was not 
going to follow the authorities’ 
appeal and take up arms,” and 
the civil population was said to be 
“mostly remaining passive.” 

A report from Switzerland said 
that Nazi party leaders, Gestapo 
men and collaborationists of all 
nationalities who had swarmed 
recentiv into the Lake Constance 
area from Berlin were fleeing 
there now, plodding eastward as 
French tanks thundered toward 
the Swiss border.

Under the present regulations 
full tuition is not 
paid for men taking short inten- 
sive courses. 

The subsistence allowance’ to 
veterans going to school, $50 a 
month to a single man, $75 a month 
to a man with dependents, may be 
inadequate in the light of present 
living costs. 

The Legion's national legislative 
committee is now drawing up a 
series of proposed amendments to 
the GI bill for submission to 
congress.

WASHINGTON—Last time, I! 
Started to say that Section 301 of 
the GI Bill makes it possible for 
any ex-service man (enlisted or 
commissioned) to enter an appeal, 
if he’s griping about the kind of 
cischarge, dismissal, or release he 
got when he went back to the 
rough civilian way of living. 

Under the provisions of Section 
301, the Army and Navy have set 


up boards with full authority. 
They can scan, probe and hear all 
records and evidence, old or new, 
bearing on any type of dismissal | 
or discharge, except one given 
by a general court-martial. 

This setup extends to any offi-| 
cers who left the service because | 
of reclassification proceedings or 
who were asked to resign “for 
the good of the service.” 

Almost any veteran, therefore, 
can file an appeal. Or, in the 
case of a deceased veteran, a sur- 
Viving wife or husband, a next of | 
kin, or a legal representative can | 
file. Write to the War Depart- | 
ment, the Adjutant General's Of- 
fice. Washington 25, D. C., or the 
Navy Department, the Judge Ad- | 
vocate General's Office, Washing- 

ton 25, D. C., (or direct to the | 
Navy Board of Reviews, Dis- 
eharges and Dismissals, Navy 
Temporary Building No. 2, Wash- 
mngton 25, D. C.). 

I'm told that appeal forms are 
in the hands of the Red Cross as 
well as Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
American Legion and some other 
veterans’ organizations.

However, he can be represented 
by counsel, can file a statement 
giving new evidence, and can 
have witnesses attend in person 
or by their written statement (in 
affidavit form). 


If you're a veteran who intends 
to file an appeal and gd in 
person, I'd suggest that you 
shouldn’t talk continuously as 
though you had sprung a leak, 
Just stick to the facts that mean 
‘something and answer questions 
‘honestly. You'll get fair treat- 
ment. 


Your counsel, if you want one, 
can be any member of the bar, or 
‘an accredited representative of 
any one of a list of organizations 
'too long to print here—there are 
over 50. These are officially rec- 
ognized by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration—like the American Red 
‘Cross, the American Legion, Vet- 
| erans of Foreign Wars, and many 
'State Service Offices. No charge 
from these organizations for coun- 
-sel—and you don’t have-to be a 
| member. 
| Proceed slwoly. The Red Cross 
and many other outfits will be 
ready to help you. You need a 
counsel, if only to line up your 
'case and help you prepare a writ- 
ten statement and any evidence to 
be furnished by witnesses. Again 
_—remember that many a train of 


‘thought may be just a string of 


-empties—don’t say too much, 
These boards not only consider 
all evidence, but they have full 
authority to issue a new or modi- 
fied discharge; subject only to the 
review of the Secretary of War or 
the Secretary of Navy. Again, the 
only exclusion concerns: a dis- 
charge given by a general court 
—the boards can’t touch these. 
-| You have plenty of time to get 
at this—you have 15 years after 
June. 22, 1944 (the date the GI 
| bill became law) or 15 years after 
_your discharge, whichever is later. 
Another section of the GI bill 
| (302) provides for two special ap- 
‘peal boards—one Army and one 
‘Navy, and I'll cover this in my 
next column.

Given Five 
In Germany 


NUERNBERG, Germany, April 
22.—(4’)—The Congressional Med- 
al of Honor was awarded today 
to five heroes of the Third Divi- 


|} Ross 


sion by Lt. Gen. Alexander M. 
Patch, commander of the U, 
Seventh Army. 

It was the third ceremony of 
its kind in as many days, and 
probably the first in which five 
men received the nation’s highest 
decoration. It took place in the 
debris-ringed Adolf Hitler platz. 

The men honored were Lt. Col. 
Keith L, Ware, of Glendale, Cal.; 
T. Sgt. Russell Dunham, Wood 
River, Ill.; Lt. John J. Tominic, of 
Lincoln, Neb.; Sgt. James P. Con- 
nor, Wilmington, Del.; Pfc. Wilbur 
N. Ross, Strunk, Ky. 


Dunham captured three German 
machineguns and a mortar, ki'led 
nine Germans, wounded two and 
took two prisoners, although he 
himself was wounded in the back 
by a sniper, in action near Colma1 
late in December. [le was cap- 
tured on Jan. 23, but shot his 
way out with a small p'stol he had 
concealed and three days later 
made his way back to his outfit 
across rugged, snow-covered ter- 
rain. 

LED CHARGE 

Ware, commander of the 15th 
Regiment, led a charge up Hill 216 
near Sigolsheim in the Colmar 
fighting. Two hundred SS troops 
entrenched there were holding up 
au advance. Ware said, “I’m go- 
ing up the hill; who’s going with 
me?” Ten men fololwed him. 

Only Ware and Capt. Melvin O. 
Stokes, of Deep River, Iowa, 
reached the top. The colonel] killed 
five of the enemy, and captured 
more than 40 more. The rest fled. 
He was wounded in the hand. 


Tominic was decorated for hero- 
ism near Vesoul, France, last Oct. 
21. His platoon was attacking 
aheac of tanks and he was walk- 
ing down a road leading one Sher- 
man tank. | 

A German anti-tank gun scored 
a direct hit on the tank and the 
crew abandoned it. Tominic no- 
ticed the vehicle still moving and 
crawled on to man a machinegun 
and spray enemy positions. A sec- 
ond ‘antitank shot then _ struck, 
passing .through Tominic’s shoul- 
der. He dropped off and the driv- 
erless tank lumbered into the 
middle of enemy positions and ex- 
ploded, 

THREE WOUNDS 

Tominic took 30 prisoners, and 
a few minutes later went into 
Vesoul and captured 30 more. 
Then he had his wound tended. 

Conor took over his platoon 
when its leader and his assistant 
were killed by a German mine in 
the southern France landings. 
Although wounded in the neck by 
the same blast, he led a patrol 
1,000 yards forward before being 
wounded again—hit in the back 
by a sniper. He continued to 
move forward until he was 
wounded a third time in the leg. 
Then, while another man held him 
up, he directed the platoon in an 
assault on a pillbox, which was 
his last objective. 
killed 58 Germans and 
wounded 10 last Nov. 30. He was 
alone with a machinegun in a fox 
hole in front of riflemen.

EVEN IN KANSAS CITY HE DID! 


This is the eighth chapter in a 
biography of Harry S. Truman 
now President of the United 
States, written by Frances Burns, 
of the Boston Globe. In this 
story, Mrs. Burns tells of Mr. 
Truman’s years in local Jackson 
county politics and of his hon- 
esty in a “spending job.”

North American Newspaper Alliance. 
Between 1924 and 1926, Harry 
Truman was out of office, after his 
defeat for reelection as county 
judge (commissioner) of Jackson 


the United States for the 
Roads Association. 
He even flew to Salt Lake City 


in 11 hours from Kansas City and 


wrote James M. Pendergast, his 
old Army friend who had suggest- 
ed him for office the first time, 
that the same trip had taken his 
Grandfather Young’s wagon trains 
three months before the Civil War. 

When, therefore, as candidate of 
the Pendergast “Goats,” ne was 
elected in 1926 to a four-year term 
as “presiding judge” (chairman of 
the county commissioners), he had 
ideas about the need of Jackson 
county for better roads. And he 
began immediately to plan a sys- 
tem of roads with an inner and 
outer belt which, he believed, 
would cost less to build than the 
upkeep and maintenance of the 
old ones and would make most of 
the farms in the county accessible. 

Roads are expensive; they have 
almost traditionally in this coun- 
try been Known as a source of 
graft for corrupt political ma- 
chines. But when Harry Truman, 
elected with the help of a county 
machine, decided. to push his plan 
he chose a nonpartisan committee 
of engineers with unblemished 
professional reputations to do the 
work. 

The two men, both practicing 
engineers in Jackson county today, 
told me how the job was done. 


A reform mayor of Kansas City, 
Albert Beach, had selected in 
1926 Republican Nathan Thomas 
Veatch, of Black & Veatch, and 
Democratic Gen. E. M. Stayton, 
both civil engineers, to design and 
supervise the construction of a 
$3,000,000 sewer system for Kan- 
sas City. 

“The job we did was well 
thought of,” Tom Veatch said, “and 
Harry Truman knew about it.” 

After asking the two men for 
a private consultation “when no- 
body is around,” Presiding Judge 
Truman early in 1928 outlined the 
road system that he had conceived 
and told them that he wanted them 
to make a survey of such a system 
as would adequately serve Jackson 
county. 

The survey took six months. 
“Not once after.our talk did Harry 
Truman ever say a word about 
what he’d like or not like. He 
gave us the job and left us alone 
to do it.” It was’ presented to 
the court and the engineers fre- 
ceived their professional fee. Then 
a $10,000,000 road fund was in- 
cluded in a big bond issue that 
was to be voted on. 

Not long before the election, 
the Kansas City Star asked in an 
editorial who was going to spend 
the $10,000,000 if it were voted. 
The next day a simple statement 
appeared in a box in the Star say- 
ing that if the road bonds car- 
ried, Gen. E. M. Stayton and N. 
T. Veatch would build the roads 
and would be responsible for the 
expenditure of the money. It was 
signed by all three judges (“One 
Rabbit and Two Goats.)” The 
bond issue did pass and the road
